Mad with unrequited love, Jamea 


Brooke sought in a most tragic manner 
tbe life of Neoina Qualla, daughter of 
David Quails, at her home at Bed- 
banks, sixteen miles east of this city 
night before last. Tho young lady's 
mother appearing upon the ecene the 
desperate man also tried to murder her, 


After he had anot and wounded the 


girl he adored Brooks' heart softened 
and in response to her appeals he 
spared her, although he was holding a 
hatchet over her ready to strike a fatal 
blow. In accordance with the plan be 
had mapped out tho wretch ran to a 
bam about three-quartera of a milo d' 
tant and ended his own existence. Tbo 
hay took lire from tbo discharge o£ tbe 
gan with which he shot himself and 
yesterday bia charred remains were 
found in the ruina of the building. 


Had Brooka succeeded in carrying out 


his p-irpDsa tho murder, would have 
boon one of the moat awful ever per- 
petrated iu the liiatory of tho elate 
As it waa he only aucceeded in wound- 
ing bio victims. 


KNEW THEY \VKIIE ALONE. 


It waa about 2 o'clock in tbe morning 


when be etolo into tho home of tbu 
Quallaea, where mother aud daughter 
were sleeping. He had been at Die 
houte tbe evening before, and ascer- 
tained that Mr, Qualla ami hla two 
grown Bona were away in the mountains, 
and that tbo ladles were at homo alone 
without protection. Going to their bod- 
room doors he Bbot them with a shot- 
gun ftE they aprting atartled from tiioir 
beds. Ills aim waa poor and be hit 
th«m in t!>« anna. Miaa Qualla' injury 
Is not serious, hut her mother's condi- 
tion is dangerous because of tho loaa of 
blood.

The cauao of UrooeB: desperate act 


WHB ait insane love he poaseaaod for tho 
young lady, who ia a very handaouie 
blonde of 19 years. He had worked aa 
a laborer in tho vicinity for the past aix 
years and about two yeara ago ho wai 


ened. There wa» no one here besides 
mother and I and tbu children. Before 
retiring we fastened all the doors, ex- 
cept the rear one, on which the lock was 
)rokeu. We placed a chair against this. 
One oi my little sisters slept with me 
and tbe other with mother. My 11- 
year-old brother slept up stairs. 


A PITILBBB W1CETCH. 


"About 2 o'clock this morning I heard 


She rear door being pushed open, the 
chair making 
considerable noise in 


scrapinK on the floor. Then I heard 
some one enter. The door of my bed 
room was open to the sitting room, into 
which the man came. We had left a> 
ight burning in the sitting room, and 
when I rose up in bed I eaw Mr. Brooks 
standing in tbe doorway of my room. 
He had a lantern in hie left hand and a 
shotgun in hiB right.

"After pausing a minute he raised the 


gun and pointed it at me, and I began 
begging him not to shoot. 
Ho an- 


nounced that he had come to kill me be- 
cause I would not 'settle with him.' I 
implored him not to kill me. 


SHOT TUB MOTUKH. 


"Mother, who waa in the adjoining 


room, heard us talking and was awak- 
ened. She recognized Mr. Brooks' voice 
and then ahe knew that our fenra of the 
evening before were realized. 
She 


employed at the Quails ranch. It waa 
then that 1m formed an attachment for 
tbe girl. She rejected all bia proffered 
attentions, however. 
Only once did 


aho ever accept aii invitation to go rul- 
ing with him. Learning what the man's 
intentions wore, alio refused after that 
logo with him any more. Heremained 
at the ranch for several months, but hia 
pereistnnt efforts to train tlie friendship 
of tbe girl finally became BO unbearable 
that her father discharged him 


HAD MADE TllllKATS. 


Brooka refused to leave, howovor, for 


three or four daya. Ue stayed arouud 
the ranch without food, and would often 
come up aud ait on the rear porch of the 
house and eulk for houra at a time. 
Finally, after the man had 
refused 


to 
heed 
the 
repeated 
orders 
to 


leave, the girl's father attempted t( 
eject him forcibly. Brooks resisted an< 
made a threat that lie would kill -the 
whole family. 
The authorities were 


then appealed to and the laborer waa 
sent to jail for threatened offense. 


Ho was ordered held tbore until hi 


could furnish a bond insuring that hi 
would keep tbo peaco. But the mai 
had no friends or money, and the proa 
pect was that be would havo to remain 
in jail for a long time oo account of hi 
inability to furnish the bond. After he 
had been there for some live month 
Mr. Quails interceded in bis behalf am 
secured hia release upon hia promise 
that he would never again come iiea 
the home of the young lady or anno] 
her. 


Brooka waa happy to get out of jail 


end went to work on Warner's ranch on 
the McOall road, several niiloa from tho 
Qualla place. Ho did not again molest 
Miafl Qualla, and it was thought that no 
further trouble would be bad with him, 


WASTKll TO OO DRIVING. 


About G.30 o'clock on Tuesday even- 


ing, however, he drove up to tho home 
of Miaa Qualla in a buggy. Tioing hia 
horee at the barn he walked into the 
house where tbe girl and her mother 
were at work in the kitcben. Being 
alone at home they became eomewhat 
alarmed at hie appearance. They invited 
him to have Bupper, but be refused, Bay- 
ing tbat ho had already eaten. 


A RKI-UBLICAX reporter yesterday vis- 


ited the ecene of Brooks' desperate at- 
tempte at murder, and in continuation 
of the above Miss QualtB made the fol- 
lowing statement, Bhe stilt being nr>, 
although her wound gave her consider- 
able pain: 


"While we were all in the kitchen 


Mr. Brooka asked me to go riding with 
him. I told him I could not do ao, but 
he insisted in a coaxing manner. I 
positively refused, and after we had 
been talking back and forth for several 


jumped out of bed and I heard 1 
.screaming, 'Ob, Oh I' Bhe then tried 
get out of the window. It was fastened, 
and Bhe tried to break it. 
She broke I 


tbe panes out with her hands, but the 
aash would not yield. 


"Mr. Brooka theu stepped to tho door 


of her room, which waa also open, and 
told her to come back. There being no 
way to get nut, she obeyed his command 
and advanced toward him. When she 
was about three feet from him he fired. 
The charge tore away the fleshy portion 
ot her left arm between the shoulder 
and elbow, and a few scattering shot 
lodged in her breast. In desperation 
she then ran past him and out the rear 
door'which was standing opoii, as he 
had left it. 


"SAV YOUR PKAYKKSl " 


"The man had Bet his lantern on the 


floor, and after firing at mother he re- 
loaded the gun. Then he etepped to my 
bedroom door. I waa still sitting up in 
the bed acreamiug, not knowing what to 
do. 
He advanced a few etepa to- 


wards me. 
" 'Say your prayers," he commanded. 


At the Biirae time bo raised the gun and 
discharged It at me, the shot taking ef- 
fect In my left forearm. I fell over and 
loat conaciouaneju for a minute. 


"When I revived Mr. Brooke was 


standing over me, pointing the mimle 
of tlie gun at mo. I sprang from tho 
bed in n frantic attempt to eacai 
then changed tho gun to his Io] 
and with hie right whipped out a 
hatchet. He stopped me and hold tbo 
inBtrumeut over my head, with tho 
tern injunction, 'don't you run !'

"'I bave hurt you and will bo hung

"Then the man lntd his head on my 


boulder and cried, Bobbing that he 
waa Eorry that he had Bhot mo. He 
said that he 'could not bear to BOB me 
go with Frank Hatchinge.' 


"I said nothing to thin, and only 


bogged him to let me go. Finally be 
released hia hold of mo, nnd went 
around to tbo rear of the house. 1 aaw 
nothing more of him. 


"I ran out the gate and down the 


driveway to the public road. About 150 
rarde from tho houeo I found mother 
yingut tho aide of the road, sobbing 
and crying. Sbo hfld tried to got to 
eome neighbors, but foil exhausted on 
the way. 
"I stopped with her a moment and 


then ran to the place of William T. Bur- 
nolt, a neighbor, screaming all the way. 
I called for help and .Mr. Burnett, Frank 


at ite aide. 
Hi* hatchet wae aleo at his 


oidu, tlie handle having been burned , 
out.Coroner Long held an inquest yester- 
day afternoon, uml the jury arrived at 
the conclusion that Brooks first shot 
tiiuiBeU and that tbe discharge ignited 


Dr. Jacob! of Centerville was called to 


attend tbo two injured women. He 
found Mre. Quails' condition Berious, 
she having lost much blood. The shot 
had carried away the fleshy part of her 
arm. The doctor hopes for her recov- 
ery, bat has given orders tbat she be 
closely confined to her room. Hedreased 
Mies Quails' wound with bandages and 
it will be healed in a few weeks. 


David QoallB and hia family are pio- 


neer residents of Fresno county. Miss 
Quails was born on a ranch about a 
mile distant from their present resi- 
dence. Tbe family is well to-do and 
welt connected. •

Little has yet been learned of Brooka 


history, lie was always considered a 
Btrange individual, being of a very. 
suspicious disposition. He was a native 
of Indiana and 30 years of age. 
It was not ascertained yesterday 


where he obtained the ahotgun with 
which he tried to commit two terrible 
murders and with which he ended hie 
own career.

tonight tbe Canadian valley ie a dreary 
waste and her people are, overcast with 
gloom.

BUnriee thia morning a 


mighty wall of water, from six to eight 
feet high and a mile wide, broke upon 
tho people without warning, cruahing 
houaea, eweeping away property and 
d'rownin* people by the Bcore. -Every 
movable thing .was swept before the 
wave, which passed on into the valley 
with reeletloBB force, wreak'ng terrible 
destruction to life and property wherever 
it reached. -Dozonaof human lives are 
known to have been sacrificed, how 
many may not be known for weeks; 
hundreds of houses were wrecked in tho 
twinkling of an eye; for milea farms 
wore completely ruined, bridges aud 
tracks were washed out and railway 
braftic in every direction ia left at a 
standstill. The moat complete chaos 
nan prevailed all day. The efforts of 
reecuine parties have iu many cases 
proved in vain. Many people floated 
down stream before they could bo 
reached and their fate ia unknown; 
othera will paea the night m treea in 
midstream or perched on house topa. H 
ig impossible to estimate tho dead. The 
property IOBS is placed at something 
near $1.000,000.
